I| THE ACADEMIC PROCESSION

The outdoor academic procession has its antecedents in the medieval European university. The 
procession is designed so that each graduate passes before each faculty member one final time before the 
conferring of the degrees. 


The modern academic gown evokes the medieval cappa clausa, a closed cloak typically worn by clerics; the 
modern hood, worn over the shoulders and down the back, recalls a functioning medieval head garment. 
In the late 19th century, the Intercollegiate Code was established for American universities through which 
academic dress was standardized to convey the degree held, the field of study, and the university awarding 
the degree. Accordingly, there are three shapes of gown: the bachelor’s gown is characterized by full, 
pointed sleeves; the master’s gown is characterized by oblong sleeves, cut away in front to leave a streamer 
of the sleeve behind; the doctor’s gown is faced with velvet, a likely echo of the clerical tippet, and features 
bell sleeves adorned with velvet bars. 


Academic hoods vary in size, shape, and color; they are lined with silk in the official color or colors of the 
institution that granted the faculty member's highest degree. The trim color of the velvet binding indicates 
the discipline of the degree, commonly including: Philosophy, dark blue; Music, pink; Arts, Letters, and 
Humanities, white; Education, light blue; Law, purple; Medicine, green; Library Science, lemon yellow; 
Science, golden yellow; and Divinity, scarlet. 


The gown is a symbol of the democracy of scholarship since it covers any clothing indicating rank or 
status. The cap has its own traditions. The first right of a freed Roman slave was the privilege of wearing a 
cap, so the academic cap is the sign of the freedom of scholarship. Mortarboards have long been worn, but 
in recent years soft caps or tams and other colorful headgear have gained favor. 


An increasingly large number of universities in America have developed unique academic gowns; most 
of these conform to the basic style of the Intercollegiate Code, although they replace traditional black 
with school colors, and are often ornamented with embroidered university seals or emblems. European 
academic dress adds further diversity and color to the academic procession. 


The audience will rise when the procession moves down the aisle.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


I| RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY 


This commencement we honor the members of our faculty who are retiring: Peggy D. Bennett, Warren 
Darcy, Michael Henle, David W. Orr, John Pearson, and Harlan Wilson. 


Together these individuals have devoted 206 years of service to Oberlin, and we will miss them. It is 
an honor and a pleasure to thank each of them for the invaluable contributions they have made to the 
academic community. 


Precey D. BENNETT, Professor of Music Education 

During her 13 years at Oberlin, Peggy Bennett taught a variety of music education courses, plus classes for 
children and parents in the early childhood MusicPlay program. Her publications include SongWorks? for 
Children—A Video Library of Children Making Music, three books with Alfred Music, a book chapter 
with Oxford University Press, refereed articles, and numerous newsletter essays. Active as a clinician 
presenting professional development sessions for educators and as a mentor of early- and mid-career music 
educators, Bennett has spoken to more than 13,000 professionals since 2001. She was the featured guest in 
three educational videos, produced by SUNY-Albany, that won Telly, Communicator, and Aurora awards. 


WarREN Darcy, Professor of Music Theory 

Warren Darcy graduated from the Oberlin Conservatory of Music in 1968 with a double major in 
composition and theory. He joined the music theory faculty in 1973 and, over the next 41 years, taught 

the entire roster of lower-division courses as well as advanced courses on Wagner’s Ring Cycle, Mahler, 
the Romantic Symphony, Mozart, the String Quartet, Chopin and Schumann, Verdi and Puccini, and 
Bartok and Stravinsky. Darcy’s music has been performed by the Buffalo Philharmonic and the Cleveland 
Chamber Symphony. He published two books, Wagner's Das Rheingold and Elements of Sonata Theory, 
both of which won the Society for Music Theory’s prestigious Wallace Berry Award. Darcy plans to spend 
his retirement writing horror fiction. 


MIcHAEL HENLE, Professor of Mathematics 

Michael Henle is retiring after 44 years of teaching analysis—primarily calculus up through Differential 
Equations, Topology, and Real Analysis. From 1978 to 1986, he helped establish Oberlin’s computer science 
curriculum, teaching many of its first courses. Henle served sporadically as chair of the mathematics 
department from 1987 to 2005—for a combined total of 9 1/2 years—during which time he fostered 
undergraduate interest in mathematics by instituting a department newsletter, hallway displays, and 
monthly pizza lunches. Henle coedited Martin Gardner in the Twenty-First Century, based in part on 
papers by various authors that he published while editing The College Mathematics Journal trom 2009 to 
2013. He is the author of three advanced undergraduate texts, all still in print, including his most recent, 
Which Numbers are Real? | 


Davip W. Orr, Paul Sears Distinguished Professor of Environmental Studies and Politics 

David Orr is retiring as the Paul Sears Distinguished Professor of Environmental Studies and Politics 

and counselor to the president at Oberlin. Arriving at Oberlin in 1990, Orr headed the effort to design, 
fund, and build the Adam Joseph Lewis Center for Environmental Studies, which was named one of 30 
milestone buildings of the 20th century” by the U.S. Department of Energy. Orr is the executive director 
of the Oberlin Project, a founding editor of the journal Solutions, and the author of seven books, including 


Down to the Wire: Confronting Climate Collapse. He has been awarded eight honorary degrees and a 
dozen other awards, including a Lyndhurst Prize, a National Achievement Award from the National 
Wildlife Federation, and recently a Visionary Leadership Award from Second Nature. 


JoHN Pearson, Young-Hunter Professor of Studio Art 

John Pearson arrived at Oberlin in 1972, having taught at the University of New Mexico, the Nova Scotia 
College of Art and Design, and the Cleveland Institute of Art. One of the most successful and respected 
area artists, Pearson has developed his style over the past five decades from an intense system-based 
program to one more attuned to the spiritual influences of the natural environment. Pearson has held more 
than 100 one-man shows internationally (his first in London in 1963) and has been awarded numerous 
accolades and prizes, including the Cleveland Arts Prize for Visual Arts and an Individual Artists Grant 
from the National Endowment of the Arts. Major museums in Europe and the United States own his work, 
as do many private and corporate collectors. At Oberlin, he served as co-chair of the Department of Art 
from 2001 to 2005. 


HarLAN WILson, Professor of Politics 

Harlan Wilson has been a member of the Oberlin faculty for 42 years. He taught political theory, 

offering courses in ancient, modern, and contemporary European and American political theory as well 

as environmental political thought. In 2004 he received a Distinguished Teaching Award. Wilson has 
published in the area of environmental political theory; he was influential in the national development of 
this subfield, for which he was coeditor of a book series for SUNY Press. In 2011 and 2012 Wilson served 

as elected presiding officer of the College Faculty. In the late 1970s he was one of the founders of the 
Environmental Studies Program at Oberlin, subsequently serving eight years as its director and continuing 
as an active member of the program committee until his retirement. 


II | CANDIDATE FOR THE ALUMNI MEDAL 


RoBertT S. LEMLE’75 
Robert S. Lemle ’75 is a lawyer, business executive, community leader, and philanthropist. He is president 
of Copperwood Real Estate, successor to his family’s residential real estate business in Manhattan. 


Lemle served as chair of the Oberlin College Board of Trustees from 2005 to 2011. He was elected vice 
chair in 2001 and served as acting chair of the board from 2003 to 2005. During his service with the board, 
Lemle chaired the Presidential Search Committee that recommended the appointment of Marvin Krislov 
as Oberlin’s 14th president. He also co-chaired the task force that developed the strategic plan for Oberlin 
College that was adopted by the board and the faculty in 2005. 


Lemle joined Cablevision in 1982 and served as vice chair and general counsel of Cablevision Systems 
Corporation, one of the nation’s leading telecommunications and entertainment companies. He retired in 
2002. He also served as a member of its board of directors and as vice chair of Madison Square Garden, 
owner of the New York Knicks and New York Rangers. Prior to working at Cablevision, Lemle was 
associated with the law firm of Cravath, Swaine & Moore in New York City, which he joined after earning a 
doctorate in jurisprudence at the New York University School of Law. 


He and his wife, Roni Kohen-Lemle 76, are cofounders of the Long Island Children’s Museum. As 
president of its board of trustees from 1996 to 2006, Lemle spearheaded the museum’s expansion and move 


In 2002 to its permanent home in a 40,000-square-foot historic airplane hangar at Mitchel Field. He has 
served as co-chair of the museum’s board of trustees since 2006. 


He and his wife live in Old Westbury, New York, and have a son anda daughter. Their daughter is a 2010 
Oberlin graduate. 


III | CANDIDATE FOR THE AWARD FOR 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE TO THE COMMUNITY 


Pat ARNOLD HOLSworTH 

Pat Holsworth enjoyed an extensive career as a public library administrator. After several years with the 
Cuyahoga County Public Library system, she arrived in Oberlin in 1991 to assume the directorship of the 
Oberlin Public Library. The library had recently relocated to South Main Street from its longstanding home 
in the Carnegie Building on the Oberlin College campus. Although she retired at the end of 1996, she has 
remained deeply engaged in the community. 


Holsworth was born in Emporia, Kansas, and spent time in Kansas, Oklahoma, and Colorado. She 
graduated as valedictorian in 1954 from Wiley High School in Colorado and cum laude with a degree in 
mathematics from Anderson College (Indiana) in 1958. Holsworth earned a master’s degree in library 
science in 1970. 


After spending two years at DePauw University, where her husband, Dick, earned his master’s degree, the 
couple moved to Westlake, Ohio, where they lived for 30 years. In 1967, Holsworth accepted a position at 
the Cuyahoga County Public Library, where she worked for 20 years. She served as branch manager of the 
Bay Village and Fairview Park libraries then became a regional manager at the Mayfield Regional Branch 
Library in 1982. She later became head of technical services at the Medina County Library, serving from 
1988 to 1991. 


After retirement, Holsworth worked as a financial assistant and librarian for 10 years with the Oberlin 
Heritage Center (Hc). She served as the staff liaison to the Oral History Committee and as a genealogy 
resource for OHC visitors, teachers, and members. She also created a database of information on 
Oberlinians from 1820 to 1970, with more than 70,000 names. In 2006, the Ohio Association of Historical 
Societies and Museums awarded Holsworth and her husband its Outstanding Achievement Award to 
recognize their enormous contribution to the study, preservation, and presentation of local history. She 
received a Certificate of Appreciation in 2008 from the 150th Anniversary of the Oberlin Wellington 
Rescue Committee for keeping Oberlin family histories alive. 


Holsworth has served on many community boards including the Oberlin Cable Co-op, League of Women 
Voters (president, 1997), Oberlin Heritage Center (president, honorary trustee), Oberlin Community 
Services, and Rotary (secretary, president, and Paul Harris fellow). 


She and her husband live in Oberlin and have two sons, Richard Jr. and Edwin, and two grandchildren, 
Kaitlin and Severin. 


IV | HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


CHRISTOPHER R. BROWNING ’67, Doctor of Humanities 

Christopher R. Browning is the Frank Porter Graham Professor of History at the University of North 
Carolina-Chapel Hill. Prior to taking this position in fall 1999, he taught for 25 years at Pacific Lutheran 
University in Tacoma, Washington. 


Browning received his bachelor’s degree in history at Oberlin in 1967 and his master’s degree and PhD at 
the University of Wisconsin-Madison in 1968 and 1975, respectively. He has written eight books, including 
The Final Solution and the German Foreign Office (1978), Ordinary Men: Police Battalion 101 and the 
Final Solution in Poland (1992), Nazi Policy, Jewish Workers, German Killers (2000), The Origins of the 
Final Solution: The Evolution of Nazi Jewish Policy, September 1939-March 1942 (2004), and Remembering 
Survival: Inside a Nazi Slave Labor Camp (2010). He also is co-editor of Every Day Lasts a Year: A Jewish 


Family’s Correspondence from Poland (2007). 


Browning served as the J. B. and Maurice Shapiro Senior Scholar and Ina Levine Senior Scholar at the U.S. 
Holocaust Memorial Museum. He was a fellow of the Institutes for Advanced Studies in Princeton, New 
Jersey, and on the campus of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. He also received Fulbright, Alexander 
von Humboldt, DAAD, and Woodrow Wilson Foundation fellowships. Browning delivered the George | 
Macaulay Trevelyan Lectures at Cambridge University and the George L. Mosse Lectures at the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison, as well as the lectures of the Bertelsmann Visiting Professorship at Mansfield 
College, Oxford University. He is a three-time recipient of the Jewish National Book Award—Holocaust 
Category, for Ordinary Men, The Origins of the Final Solution, and Remembering Survival. For this last 
book, he also received the Yad Vashem International Book Prize for Holocaust Research. He was named a 
fellow of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences in 2006. 


Browning has served as an expert witness in war crimes trials in Australia, Canada, and Great Britain, and 
served as an expert witness in two “Holocaust denial” cases: the second Ziindel trial in Toronto in 1988 and 
in David Irving’s libel suit against Deborah Libstadt in London in 2000. 


Marta Kutas ’71, Doctor of Science 

Marta Kutas is a distinguished professor and chair of the Department of Cognitive Science at the University 
of California, San Diego, where she is also a distinguished adjunct professor in the Department of 
Neurosciences. Kutas directs an organized research unit at UCSD and the Center for Research in Language, 
where academics and researchers interested in any aspect of language gather to discuss, collaborate, and learn. 


Kutas received her bachelor’s degree in psychology at Oberlin in 1971 and her master’s degree and PhD 
at the University of Illinois, Urbana-Champaign, in 1974 and 1977. She also studied at Kibbutz Galed 
near Haifa, Israel. Kutas began her tenure at UCSD in 1978 as a postdoctoral research neuroscientist in 
the Department of Neurosciences. In 1985, she was named an associate research neuroscientist in the 
Department of Neurosciences and, in 1991, was hired as a professor in the Department of Cognitive 
Science. 


Kutas’ research interests lie in psychophysiology, commonly described as the study of brain waves 
recorded from the scalp, and cognition, with an emphasis in language, memory, aging, and differences 
and similarities in the two sides of the human brain. Kutas has been president of both the Society for 
Psychophysiological Research and the Society for the Neurobiology of Language. 


In 2009, she was elected a fellow of the American Psychological Society as well as the Society of 
Experimental Psychologists. In 2010, she was awarded an honorary degree from Radboud Universiteit, 
Nijmegen, the Netherlands, for her contributions to cognitive neuroscience. 


Kutas is best known for her discovery, along with Steven A. Hillyard, for a brain wave component N4o0, 
colloquially referred to as the nonsense blip—a response to a nonsensical word such as “dog” in the 
sentence, “I take coffee with cream and dog.” For this work, she was awarded a Distinguished Award for 
an Early Career Contribution to Psychology by the American Psychological Association in 1984. This 
work revolutionized the field of language research, recently summarized by Kutas in “Thirty Years and 
Counting” in the Annual Review of Psychology. 


GROESBECK PREER PARHAM 70, Doctor of Science and Humanities 

Groesbeck Parham is founder of the Cervical Cancer Prevention Program in Zambia and the African 
Center of Excellence for Women’s Cancer Control. He is a professor of gynecologic oncology in the 
Department of Obstetrics and Gynecology at the University of North Carolina, Chapel Hill. He is an 


honorary professor of gynecologic oncology at the University of Zambia and the Zambian Cancer Diseases 
Hospital In Lusaka, Zambia, where he has lived and worked for the past decade. 


A native of Fairfield, Alabama, Parham was 15 years old in 1963 when he participated in the U.S. civil 
rights movement's Children’s Crusade in Birmingham, Alabama. In 1970, he received his bachelor's degree 
in sociology at Oberlin, where he helped establish one of the nation’s first African American studies : 
programs. In the 1970s, as a labor leader and trade union organizer in Birmingham, he championed the 
rights of sanitation and steel workers to organize in order to achieve a higher standard of living. 


Parham completed medical school in 1981 at the University of Alabama at Birmingham and, in 1985, was 
the first African American to complete a residency in obstetrics and gynecology there. He then Pete 
studies at the University of London with St. George’s Hospital and the University of Khartoum, Sudan, 
where he studied surgical techniques to repair pelvic defects in women who suffer genital mutilation. 


In 1991, Parham established the first gynecology clinic for HIV-infected women in Los Angeles. As the 
Avon Scholar for Cancer Control at the University of Alabama at Birmingham Comprehensive Cancer 
Center (2001-2005), he led efforts to increase cervical and breast cancer screening among medically 
underserved African American women in the Mississippi Delta and Alabama Black Belt. 


The medical screening provided through the Cervical Cancer Prevention Program in Zambia has shifted the 
paradigm of cervical cancer prevention in low- and middle-income countries. Prior to its implementation in 
2006, only 10,000 women in Zambia had been screened for cervical cancer. The program is now the largest 
cervical cancer prevention program targeting HIV-infected women in the world. 


Parham has received numerous awards and honors, including the 2006 Coretta Scott King Humanitarian 
Award, the Outstanding Healthcare Achievement Award in 2005 from the U.S. Congressional Black 
Caucus, and the Medal of Excellence at the United Nations in 1999. 


Tuomas E. Perez, Doctor of Humanities 
Thomas E. Perez was nominated by President Barack Obama to serve as the nation’s 26th Secretary of 
Labor. He was sworn in July 23, 2013. 


Previously Perez served as assistant attorney general for civil rights at the U.S. Department of Justice. 

The Civil Rights Division enforces federal laws that prohibit discrimination and uphold the civil 

and constitutional rights of all who live in America. Under his leadership, the division successfully 
implemented the Shepard-Byrd Hate Crimes Prevention Act; expanded equal housing opportunity 

by bringing and settling the largest fair-lending cases in history; protected school children from 
discrimination, bullying, and harassment; dramatically expanded access to employment, housing, and 
educational opportunities for people with disabilities; and protected the right to vote for all eligible voters 
free from discrimination. 


He also served as the secretary of Maryland’s Department of Labor, Licensing and Regulation. Maryland's 
DLLR protects consumers through the enforcement of a wide range of consumer rights laws, including 
mortgage setting, workplace safety, and other worker protection laws that ensure wage security. Perez 

was a principal architect of a sweeping package of state lending and foreclosure reforms to address the 
foreclosure crisis in Maryland. He co-chaired the Governor’s Council for New Americans that designed 

a comprehensive blueprint for ensuring that immigrants living and working in Maryland are a vital 
component of the state’s economic engine. 

Perez has spent his entire career in public service. From 2002 to 2006, he was a member of the 
Montgomery County Council. Earlier in his career, he spent 12 years in federal public service, most as a 
career attorney with the Civil Rights Division. 

He later served as deputy assistant attorney general for civil rights under Attorney General Janet Reno. For 
the final two years of the Clinton administration, he was the director of the Office for Civil Rights at the 
U.S. Department of Health and Human Services. 


Perez was a law professor at the University of Maryland School of Law for six years and a part-time 
professor at the George Washington School of Public Health. He received his bachelor’s degree at Brown 
University in 1983, his master’s of public policy degree at Harvard University’s John F. Kennedy School of 
Government, and a juris doctorate at Harvard Law School in 1987. 


He lives in Maryland with his wife, Ann Marie Staudenmaier, an attorney with the Washington Legal 
Clinic for the Homeless, and their three children. 


HarALpD VoGeL, Doctor of Music 
Harald Vogel is a leading authority on the interpretation of North German organ music. Director of the 


North German Organ Academy that he founded in 1972, Vogel teaches historical performance practice on 
original instruments. 

Since 1994, Vogel has held a professorship at the Hochschule fiir Kunste Bremen—University of the 

Arts Breman. He has led master classes at conservatories and universities throughout the world and has 
influenced countless organists and organ builders. 


As superintendent of church music and organ advisor for the Reformed Church until 2006, he was 
responsible for maintaining a large number of historical organs in Northwest Germany. As an expert in 
organ building, he has been a consultant for many organ-building projects, including restorations and 
new organs. : 

Among Vogel’s many recordings are those on historical instruments made for Radio Bremen between 1961 
and 1975. These recordings today have particular value as historical documentations. 


Vogel’s publications include Orgeln in Niedersachsen (Organs in Lower Saxony) and Orgellandschaft 
Ostfriesland (The Organ Region of East Frisia). He has edited the Tabulatura nova by S. Scheidt, the 
keyboard works by J.P. Sweelinck, and the organ works by N. Bruhns and V. Luebeck (Breitkopf). 


He received the Musical Festival Prize of Breman in 2012 and an honorary doctorate from Lulea University 
of Technology in Sweden in 2008.
